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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Sweeny et al. does not 
disclose leukodpeleted platelet concentrates. This is correct and is why the rejection is an obviousness rejection, not an anticipatory one. 
Applicants urge that Sweeney et al. does not teach that there is a problem with bacterial growth in platelets and that suppressing bacterial 
growth increases the stability of the stored platelet concentrate. This is true, but it is not relevant to the consturction of the instant rejection 
that the problem to be solved is different from the problem to be solved in the prior art. IT IS THE SAME ONE STEP METHOD OF 
ADMINISTERING THE SAME COMPOUND TO AN OBVIOUS VARIANT OF A PLATELET COMPOSITION. Please see the discussion on 
page 4 of the office action of 6/13/08. Applicant urge unexpected results in the form of the extension of time of storage of a platelet 
concentrate. However, Sweeney et al. also showed improved preservation of platelets during extended storage. Applicants argue that they 
have shown 8 days of extended storage; however, at the very least, the claims are not limited to the conditions under which they 
demonstrate this extension of storage. 

While discovery of a different biological mechanism than was previously understood behind the administration of 
a known bioactive compound is clearly publishable in a peer-review journal, the criteria for patenting claims are 
distinct from publication criteria. For example, if the active step of the method is the same and the subject is the 
same or obvious over the prior art subject, then the claimed method can be anticipated or made obvious by the 
prior art, even if the prior art does not recognize or appreciate this mechanism as long as the compound 
administered, dosage, mode of administration, etc. are the same as in the method disclosed in the prior art. 
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
